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A TRIP TO FLORIDA

We saw the old cells and 
where they punished people in 
the court yard in public. The 
old jail keeper wore a funny 
suit. 

The Raleigh tavern was where 
all the visitors stayed when they 
came to town.

The Governor's Palace is the 
prettiest building I have ever 
seen. It is furnished just like 
when the governor lived there, 
living rooms, parlor, dinning 
room, bed rooms, kitchen are all 
the same. The old carriages and 
drivers are seen on the street 
everyday riding the ladies home 
who take you through the build- 
ings. They are all dressed in 
beautiful costumes. Before I 
close, I want to tell you a littl< 
about' Bruton Parish Church. Very 
old, build in 1644.
